\Ir. George Bailey of Santa Cruz spoke soulfully to the point 
as usual. 

\Irs. W. A. Wotherspoon spoke inspiringly on the deep $pir- 
tual les<ons revealed in the Mystery Play, The Harp of Life,” 


as presented on the Halcyon grounds the evening before. 


Mr. \V. A. Wotherspoon representing the economic phase pre- 
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Sented the following forceful ideas on *The Art of Managing the 
Earth”: 


THE ART OF MANAGING THE EARTH. 


ten or twelve minutes has been assigned to me to talk on 
economics, and in that time I am especially requested to outline 
the steps of transition from present chaos to future order. But 
people who can put on a Mystery Play in four days may be par- 
doned for thinking that the capacity of a new member can only 
he tested by trying him out. 

To lose no time in beginning, I shall define Economics as the 
Science of Managing the Earth. Its laws are the laws of the 
ownership and use of natural resources; and it 1s required to an- 
$wer all the problems of production and distribution. The art 
hased upon this scitence 1s the art of hving together on this our 
planet. ay 

Such problems have occupied the major part of the time and 
attention of mankind from the earliest ages when human heings 
hegan to multiply and occupy the earth, down to the present hour. 
(ut of this struggle has arisen every form of organized society 
and government—tribes, clans, theocracies, ohgarchies, kingdoms, 
empires, republics. Slowly the human race has struggled up 
through savagery, barbarism, slavery, teudalism, to our present 
Stage of capitalism. 

The essence of capitalism is the private ownership of the earth 
and its resources, and of all the machinery, tools, and methods of 
production and distribution. [t is bhased on Competition—the 
«truggle of man against man for possession—the survival of the 
fittest. It kills out love, mercy, charity, and sympathy, distorts 
justice, and makes might the only right. It makes success the 
nighest good, and the development of all the finer graces and $p1r- 
Ital qualities of secondary importance. 

[ts method of distribution is the wages system. Under that 
&vstem, labor is paid barely enough to enable it to live and propa- 
cate. . As in the railroad system the rule is to charge all the trat- 
fie will bear, s0 'under the wages system the rule is to pay labor as 
little as is consistent with keeping it at the highest point of eth- 
ciency. Even this rule is frequently disregarded by short-s1ghted 
employers, and labor falls far helow the point of maximum eft- 
ciency. At its best, labor is only -paid in wages what will enable 
it to buy back fifty per cent of what it produces. . In consequence 
we have the recurrent phenomenon of <s0-called over-production— 
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which 1s in reality under-consumption. Since the workers, who are 
of course also. consumers, and make up the greater part of the 
body of consumers, can buy back only half of what they produce, 
therefore outs1de markets must he found. The nations therefore 
g0 a-gunning tor fresh markets to buy up their surplus commodi- 
ties, and since all nations are under this system, and in equal need 
ot markets, each one gets up an army and a navy to protect such 
markets as 1t has succeeded in establishing. All wars. are thus 
primarily wars for markets; and as the world grows fuller of 
people, and the unexploited countries narrow in extent, the wars 
grow more stupendous ; until today we have a world at war; and 
wholesale death in Europe consuming America's surplus. Tempo- 
rarily, this has reheved what was rapidly becoming our chronic 
condition of sub-acute civil war, taking the form of strikes and 
lock-outs; and covered our state of economic disease, which breaks 
forth in our extremes of wealth and poverty, in the racial infant1- 
cide called child labor, and the matricide of prostitution. 

Surely, the most purblind conservative heneficiary of the sys- 
tem cannot maintain that capitalism is the final word in Economic 
[Evolution |! 

(1rantineg this. our chief interest centers on the answer to the 
question, what Shall the new order he: The selt-evident answer, 
that thrusts 1tself upon any thinker by the mere law of oppoxttes, 
1s Co-operation. Instead of man against man, to the destruction 
have man with man for the progress of the race. 

But how $shall the new order he ushered in? There are two 
Schools of economic thought attempting to answer this question. 


()ne 1s the Individualistic school of anarchy; the other the com- 


N11! «ch FF <octalism. Again, the anarchists are divided 
nto two schools, the philosophic and the revolutionary. - The first 
employs as 1ts means passive resistance, the best known form of 
which 1s the cencral <strike. The second <stands for direct action 
and torce:; its characteristic weapon 1s sahbotage. 


There are also two divistons of <octalist methods, one known 
as the eingle tax, which endeavors to effect gradual confiscation 
ene Of the taxins power; and the Socialist Party, 
which endeavors to effect wholesale appropriation through political 


The objection to all these methods is, first, that they require 
time to convince the majority; and that time to .save ourselves and

our tellows 1s becoming more limited everv day. - The emergency 


orows pressing, while men are mowed down by the millions by 


—— - 
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death-dealing agencies every day growing more competent to 
change live, useful men into pestilential corpses; and, second, that 
Nature's method of evolution is not by means of such intellectual- 
isms. It 1s possthle that the great mass of the people should some 
day be educated by these methods into a better way of living, pro- 
vided enough of them survive this ordeal with brains competent 
to receive such an education; but it is not the hest or quickest 
way. Nature has means more potent than words by which she 
persuades her children to come forward into the light. 

[| sUggest that we follow her methods—using the necessities of 
man to move him along. Let us make a heginning by actually do- 
ing the thing with the means at hand, as she does not hesitate to 
<tart a giant redwood with a tiny seed. Let us bud the new tree 
that shall hear better fruit on to the trunk of the existing economic 
xvstem, Sap 1ts vitality, change the current of its hfe-forces, and 
hring the new in an orderly irresistihle growth out of the old. 
Let us use the present forms of Government and of law, but 
change the personnel of the heneficitaries. Instead of managing 
mdustries for the henefit of the few and at the cost of the many, 
manage them for the henefit of all. 

And let us hegn NOW. with those who are readv, however 
few they may he; and, without wasting speech or argument, learn 
to (do DV cloing. 

\Ve can use the existing forms of business orvzantization, for 
they are the ontgrowth of experience, merely chanvzing their <1- 
rection, SO that their profits clo not FOTO St ckholders as o0pposed 
to the workers, but to workers and stockholders as ons, That 15, 
make the workers controlling stockholders. This <mmple device 
will shift the benefits from the few to the manr. 

\Ve all'know that in the orderly evolution of industry the part- 
nership sveeeeded the individual. the corporation the partnershtp, 
and the trust the corporation, bhecause each was a, more economic 
SV STEM Of co-operation. Feonomic Saving was the one means that 
pushed on this development, without anv time heing lost to talk 
the public into 1t. In fact, the puNlhc 1115 DrettyV Steady resentec 
each step of the advance. Nevertheless, these are tried and proved 
methods of co-operation and have heen found effective and $uc- 
cessful. Let the useful neople learn to apply bnsimess prieiples 
for the common good. Let us learn to love our neighhor 1n 
terms of business. 

[ have studied and planned for twenty-five vears along these 


lines and have submitted my various plans and the plans of others 
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to the acid test of experience. And [| say to you that certain 
principles in Soctology and m Economics have heen proved as 
completely as we can prove the principles of geometry; and, in 
Spite of many thwarted heginnings, I say, without fear of suc- 
cessful contrachction, that the right plan of organization of business 
along co-operative lines has succeeded and will always succeed 
under Sound management and under average conditions. The 
three chief requisites, since I must put the matter very briefly, are, 
ample capital, skilled workers, and competent management. Such 
failures as we all know of can be traced to the lack of one, and 
often to the lack of all three of these necessary factors. A hody 
Of people composed of doctors, . lawyers, salesmen, and students 
too often undertake a tarming organization, not one of them 
knowmg how to farm; they then start on the most inadequate 
capital; and try to run the affair by popular vote. Imagine a 
railroad being organized that way! Or the Standard Ol Com- 
panv. Gasoline would not be cheaper by such means; but dearer ; 
hecause $0 little of it would he produced. Such failures as 1n- 
evitably arrive as the result of such efforts are” not arguments 
against my plan, but arguments for it. They show the necessity 
capital, trained workers, and compe- 


of 1ts various requirements 
tent management. 

These plans have already been formulated, and will be pub- 
lisghed. They can be apphed to a small industry, or to the affairs 
of a state or a nation. Since coming to Halcyon, I have applied 
these principles to the proposed organization of certain industries 
here. These plans will appear from time to time in THE ARTISAN, 
and I Shall he pleased at any time to discuss the details with any 
interested person. This is a universal plan, approved by the best 
husiness men and women I have met in the world, and by the 
\lasters of the White Lodge. 

[t would indeed be most fitting, could such a plan be tried out 
and demonstrated at this Center. 

| can only say in conclusion, to our Master and to you, my 
comrades, each and every one, in the words of our beautiful song, 
*AlIl I have and hope to be here and now I offer thee.” Let us all 
get together and really build the Temple of the new civilization, 
the Temple of the Useful People.
